Government Only Winner At Sytti- 
posium On Loan Repaymer^t pTan

Ottawa - Financial aid as it exist; 
now may be on its way to extinction. 

At an Income-Contingent 
Loan Repayment Plan (ICLRP) sym- 
posium held in Toronto Sept. 23 and 
24th, more than 400 University rep- 
resentatives showed up, about on6- 
quarter of them students. 

Income-contingent loan re- 
payment plans (ICLRP's) were first 
introduced in Australia. With this 
system, the government gives every- 
one access to a student loan, regard- 
less of need. It then gets the money 
back through taxes or directly from 
salaries. 

Soome graduates with very low in- 
come would not have to pay the full 
loans back. But it may adversely 
affect people who traditionally make 
less money, like women or visible 
minorities, because it would take them 
longer to repay the loan. 

Elizabeth Spielbergs, infor- 
mation officer for the Ontario Minis- 
try of Education and Technology 
which hosted the event, said she was 
"very happy with the turnout of the 
symposium," and that the conversa- 
tion between sides was spirited. 

"The government wanted to 
discuss the feasibility of ICRLP but 
the symposium became an ideologi- 
cal clash between groups for the plan 
and groups against," Jean-Michel 
Picard, vice-president external of the 
University of Ottawa' s student coun- 
cil said. 

Still, Picard thought the dis- 
cussion was too one-sided. "The sym- 
posium was more of a one-way dis- 
cussion than it should have been. The 
people speaking for the plan far out- 
numbered those speaking against it." 

Picard was frustrated with the 
proceedings because he said there- 
was no actual plan. At the conference 
everyone "was basically talking in 
the air." The conference went no- 
where, and there was not enough 
time for 400 people to say what they

At a press conference, Canadian Fed- 
eration of Students Chair Guy Caron 
said that income-contingent loans 
were only being introdu-ced as part 
of a federal government plan to make 
students pay higher tuition. 

Ontario Undergraduate Stu- 
dent Alliance spokesperson Rick 
Martin said hikes in tuition were com- 
ing anyway, and income-contingency 
was the only way to offset them. 

Martin said Income contin- 
gency would get rid of means-test- 
ing, the calculation of whether a stu- 
dent is really needy of not, which he 
called "unworkable." 

Human Resources Develop- 
ment Minister Lloyd Axworthy made 
a presentation at the symposium, say- 
ing Ottawa will be cutting back its 
support of Canada's colleges and uni- 
versities. These cuts will come as 
part of his social policy reform pro- 
posals, expected in the next 2 weeks. 

Axworthy said he believes in 
publicly-funded universities buts cuts 
will have to be made somewhere. 
Axworthy's social policy reform plan 
will review provincial programs that 
the federal government helps subsi- 
dize, such as health care, welfare and 
post-secondary school funding. 

Because nothing was accom- 
plished at the symposium, Picard said 
that the only winner to come out of it 
is the Ministry of Education and 
Training. It can now implement 
whatever plan it wants and if student 
groups complain, the government 
"can now say there was direct con- 
sultation about the plan."

drawal from A.G.L.L. For the other 
members of A.G.L.L., I hope that 
everything will go great at the meet- 
ing. I hope new members show up at 
the meeting and continue to fully 
participate in the activities and ideas 
of the Association. 

The members of A.G.L.L. 
would like to hear from you on when 
and what time the meeting should 
occur. You can send, to the Associa- 
tion of Gays and Lesbians of 
Laurentian, your time schedule or 
simply tell us what day, and what 
time would be good for you.

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Fighting the Deficit by 
Increasing Student Debt 



Ottawa - The long awaited 
release of the federal government's 
Discussion Paper on Social Security 
Reform (Improving Social Security 
in Canada) held no surprises for stu- 
dents. 

The government is seriously 
considering phasing out cash trans- 
fers to the provinces under Estab- 
lished Programs Financing, which 
currently amount to $2.6 billion per 
year. Unwilling (or unable) to pick 
up the slack, provinces would in- 
crease tuition fees or deregulate fees 
entirely, allowing schools to set their 
own. Money saved by the federal 
government would then be made 
available directly to students in the 
form of loans. These loans would be 
repaid through a system of income 
contingent repayment, and would be 
in addition to loans that students cur- 
rently receive under the Canada Stu- 
dent Loans Program. The end result 
would be a dramatic shift in financ- 
ing our system of post-secondary 
education from goverrmient to stu- 
dents. 

The Canadian Federation of 



Students anticipated these proposals 
for the reform of post-secondary edu- 
cation ever since the federal govern- 
ment started its review. "From the 
outset, we knew the review was more 
an exercise in deficit reduction than 
in improving student assistance and 
post-secondary education funding", 
stated Guy Charon, Chairperson of 
the Canadian Federation of Students. 
"Income contingent loan repayment 
is about loaning money to students to 
operate universities and colleges. This 
scheme will determany students from 
getting a post-secondary education 
because they will not want to incur a 
$30 000 to $40 000 debt load", added 
Charon. 

Guy Charon concluded by 
saying that "members of the Cana- 
dian Federation of Students have 
every intention of fighting the gov- 
ernment's plans and we believe that a 
majority of Canadians will support 
us because they want to preserve an 
accessible system of post-secondary 
education for themselves and their 
children". 



IVIinister Confirms-No IVIore Funding

Toronto - Ottawa will be cutting back 
its support of Canada's colleges and 
universities. Human Resources De- 
velopment minister Lloyd Axworthy 
said last week. 

The minister, who was speak- 
ing at a student aid symposium in 
Toronto, said the cuts will come as 
part of his social policy reform pro- 
posals, expected in the next two 
weeks. 

Axworthy declined to go into 
specifics on his proposals, but said 
his ministry's $2 billion plus cash 
subsidy to post-secondary institutions 
around $2,000 per full time univer- 
sity student - must be replaced. He 
said his ministry was looking are 
revamping student aid to make up the 
difference. 

"The question now is, 'Is there 
a way of bringing the costs down so 



that the money still gets to the people 
who need it?'" 

Last week. The Varsity and 
The Toronto Sun both reported that 
leaked documents from Axworthy's 
ministry outlined a cut of up to the 
full $2.3 billion cash subsidy as part 
ofthesocialpolicy reform paper. In 
his speech to symposium participants, 
Axworthy confirmed much of what 
was reported. 

Axworthy said the federal 
government wool not be getting out 
of supporting colleges and universi- 
ties entirely, but would base its sup- 
port on a fixed percentage of taxation 
dollars, or "tax points", currently, 
those tax points further subsidize pro- 
vincial education ministries by more 
than $6 billion per year. 

Spokespeople at Ontario's 
Ministry of Education and Training 
have said the most likely means of re- 
couping the proposed cuts in the fed- 
eral spending would be even greater 
tuition hikes, on top of the lOpercent 
hike already announced for next year. 

Axworthy also made referen- 
ce in his speech, given at a downtown 
Toronto hotel, to replacing the cur- 
rent federal student aid program with 
a new, income-contingent system. 



The Government gives eve- 
ryone access to a student loan, re- 
gardless of need. It then gets the 
money back through taxes. Some 
graduates with low incomes don't 
have to pay anything at all, but most 
have to pay the loan back. 

All three provincial parties in 
Ontario support reforming the stu- 
dent aid system to make it income- 
contingent. 

As reported last week, a leaked 
document indicates the federal gov- 
ernment is planning to greatly in- 
crease its student aid program to off- 
set the cuts in payments to the provin- 
cial education ministries. 

"Enhanced student assistance 
would help provinces address impact 
of savings from reductions in federal 
cash transfers," it said. 

Axworthy confirmed this at 
the meeting. While he did not fully 
commit the government to income- 
contingency, he did seem to think it is 
a good idea to try. 

"We're looking towards do- 
ing a pilot project. I think it is how we 
answer the questions as to whether an 
income-contingentrepayment system 
should be part of the toolbox we 
have." 



Students Outraged At Massive Fee Hikes

Toronto - students across the 
province reacted with shock and an- 
ger to a leaked federal plan to end 
federal support of universities and 
double tuition fee by 1997. 

"The leaked document casts a 
shadow on the future of higher edu- 
cation in Canada", said Keith 
McArthur, Academic Affairs Com- 
missioner for Queen's University. 
"The federal government is aban- 
doning is abandoning its responsibil- 
ity to higher education. This would 
mean that students in Canada would 
have to pay a higher proportion of 
university costs than almost anywhere 
else in the world." 

McArthur pointed out that 
government support of universities 
in Canada is already low. Public 
universities in the United States re- 
ceive an average of 22% more public 
funding per student than Canadian 
schools. "The government keeps talk- 
ing about how much we spend on 
education compared to other coun- 
tries, but the spending is most gener- 




gotten this." 

The Ontario Undergraduate 
Student Alliance is opposed to any 
tuition fee increase, without match- 
ing increases in government funding, 
as well as improved student aid. "We 
need to improve both quality and 
accessibility of post-secondary edu- 
cation", asserted Thompson. "This is 
an attack on both". As for the student 
aid plan the government is announc- 
ing, Thompson noted that "OUSA 
has always supported income-con- 



tingent loans, as a more progressive 
form of student aid - but we do not 
support using student aid reform as 
an excuse for massive fee hikes, while 
the government abandons its respon- 
sibility." 

Thompson added that the only 
universities which charge tuition fees 
high have much more generous stu- 
dent aid plans. American private 
schools have high tuition fees, but 
also provide millions of dollars in 
non-repayable assistance. 



ous at the elementary and secondary 
levels. Funding for universities is 
already behind international stand- 
ards." 

Justin Thompson, President 
of the University Student's Council 
of the University of Western Ontario, 
stated that students are furious at the 
fact that the government seems to 
have made up its mind. "If the report 
in the Star is true, and cabinet has 
already approved this, then the con- 
sultation process is a sham," he de- 
clared. "How are we to take seriously 
the so-called discussion phase?" 

Thompson stated the govern- 
ment knows the public doesn't sup- 
port such a move. In an Angus Reid 
poll done for Axworthy in July, 69 



% of Canadians agreed that 
"spending on post-secondary 
education should be main- 
tained at any cost". Only 38% 
agreed with the statement that 
"even if tuition were to dou- 
ble students should still pay 
more of the cost of their edu- 
cation." "Canadians under- 
stand the importance of edu- 
cation, both for individual 
opportunity and for economic 
growth," concluded 

Thompson. "The federal gov- 
ernment seems to have for-

Master of Social Work Program 



As of January 1995, Northeastern 
Ontario residents will be able to un- 
dertake graduate studies in Social 
Work at Laurentian University. The 
new Mas ter of Social Work (M.S.W.) 
Program, recently approved by 
Laurentian's Senate, is primarily 
aimed at the English-language and 
First Nations Communities of North- 
eastern Ontario. The new M.S.W. 
complements the French-language 
Maitrise en service social Program 
begun in 1993. 

The M.S.W. concentrates on 
preparing graduates for social serv- 
ices leadership positions in the North. 
Core courses will be developed and 
taught by a team of First Nations and 
anglophone faculty. One reviewerfor 
the Ontario Council of Graudate Stud- 
ies concluded that Laurentian's Mas- 
ter of Social Work Program "has the 
potential to contribute significantly 



to social work practice, policy and 
research. Moreover, this contribution 
has the potential to be far-reaching in 
Ontario and across the country, espe- 
cially in relation to dominant culture/ 
First Nations perspectives." 

Since this program is geared 
towards the working population, it 
will be offered only on a part time 
basis. Students will attend classes for 
an intensive four-day period every 
six weeks. Students can expect to 
complete the program over a two-to- 
three year period, with a maximum of 
six years for the completion of all 
degree requirements. 

At the present tine, enrolement 
is limited to ten students. The mini- 
mum requirement for admission is a 
B.S.W. with 70% average. Consid- 
eration will also be given to the appli- 
cants' positive leadership accom- 
plishments in community social serv- 



ices. 

The program includes re- 
quired and optional courses, and the 
possibility of either an advanced 
practicum or thesis. The practicum 
includes an analytical research com- 
ponent, linking theoretical knowledge 
to professional practice during the 
student placement. The thesis is su- 
pervised by a faculty member of the 
School of Social Work. 

All those interested are ad- 
vised to note that the final date for 
receipt of completed applications for 
the winter 1 995 session is November 
15,1 994. Dr. Ken Calmain is serving 
as the first Coordinator of the M.S.W.

that mother of indie labels for the 
grunge generation. Of course, Eric's 
Trip are not a grunge band and, argu- 
ably, SubPop ain't really a grunge 
label anymore. Eric's Trip has been 
more prolific than most underground 
bands in the biz today (except maybe 
for Missouri's All). In the past four 
and a half years, ET has released five 
cassettes, eight singles, appeared on 
six compilations, plus an EP and two 
full LP's. Not only that, they work 



with other bands in the Moncton area, 
helping them record, lending a hand, 
plus doing some solo work, col- 
laborations and various other pho- 
tography and artwork. 

Once again, this recording was 
produced in their basement by 
band members Julie, Mark, Chris 
and Rick. It used to be a four 
track, but rumour has it that Rick's 
studio has expanded to a fully 
functional 24 track studio. Every- 
thing about this album speaks of 
isolation. The cut and tape album 
cover, nothing but the names of 
thesongsforlinernotes,etc. Eric's 
Trip seem like four kids with adult 
bodies who have been locked in 
this room with this musfc stuff to play 
with. Their imaginations, however, 
are taking them much farther and 
faster in this music world than some 
of their heroes. Sonic Youth weren't 
this interesting until 1987's Sister 
album on SST (soon to be re-released 
by DGC/MC A) which was S Y "s fifth 
album in seven years. Maybe it's 
because I am partner in a Canadian 
identity, but I think that Eric's Trip 
are even far more inventive than Di- 



nosaur Jr. 

Forever Again is 1 8 songs 
of quiet, isolated noise and voice. 
The drums are mixed in one cor- 
ner, the guitars and bass in stereo at 
the sides and the vocals are dead 
centre. Yes, even the production 
reeks of isolation. Regardless, this 
album finds joy in it. Each u-ack 
holds its own, each connected by a 
warm audible tape hiss, the fum- 
bling of fingers along strings barely 
audible on their un-gated amp- 
mikes. Personal faves include Run 
Away with a weird SY kind of 
guitar line over that fuzzed bass, 
lead-off track New Love with the 
fast drums, title track Forever Again 
for simply being one of the best 
written songs around, outside of 
most things by Tom Waits. 

The album is distributed by 
Denon in Canada, part of that new 
deal that Cargo is probably still 
kicking themselves about.

The 
press release boasts about 
Hydrophonic' s diversity, ranging 
from "the soulful plaint of 'do you 
care'," to "the country guitar twang 
of 'Automatic Speed Queen'," to 
"the dub-reggae turned thrash of 
'Rest in Peace'." 

Perhaps Dickson was a little light-headed with the freedom to record 
his "dream come true," but he should perfect one style before Garth Brooks 
starts calling him a poser. The Soup Dragons are best known for such dance- 
pop hits as their version of the Stones' "I'm Free" and I doubt people will 
want to hear them turn funk, even with the added credibility of guest artists 
like Parliament-Funkadelic's Bootsy Collins. MC Hammer's attempt at 
"going Gangsta" illustrates my point. 

The lyrics on Hydrophonic are cliched and sometimes make me 
cringe. Songs titled One Way Street, May the Force be With You, All 
Messed Up, and Rest in Peace contain such gems as "...got your tricks to get 
your fix," and "just start livin' it up." You have to give Dickson credit for 
having worked so hard on this album and some of the songs are, admittedly, 
catchy, but I'd wait a few more years before buying another Soup Dragons 
CD.

I haven't heard a soundtrack this good since the Roadkill soundtrack 
came out. Most of the credit must surely go to the producers of the album, 
Quenton Tarantino, Lawrence Bender and Karyn Rachtman for their selec- 
tion of music and the dialogue pieces, as well as the sequencing. Similarly, 
the Roadkill soundtrack had catchy dialogue pices and featured some of the 
greats in Canadian music.

Eric Clapton - From the Cradle

But, finally, Clapton has 
made good on his reputation as a bluesman and therefore, 
we have a Clapton review in the pages of Lambda. 

The 16-track CD is Clapton's way of paying tribute to 
his influences. All tunes are covers of great classic blues 
music: WillieDixon's ThirdDegree,GroaningTheBlues 
and Hootchie-Cootchie Man, James Lane's Coin' Away 
Baby and Lowell Fulton's Reconsider Baby are but a 
sampling of the tunes on the album. 

If you're a blues neophyte, you might recognize the tune 
Five Long Years that Colin James covered a few years 
back. But, Clapton's version is much more polished and 
played as it should be played, slow with the guitar scream- 
ing out its heartache. The album as a whole conveys a sense 
of smoky juke joints, endless bottles of bourbon (Yum!) and 
hot sweltering nights. 
Clapton's choice of songs is impeccable and he molds his voice to the melodies. You've probably seen the 
first video off the album on Much (Motherless Child). If you're a Clapton fan, you'll probably pick this album 
up regardless. For all the rest of you fence-sitters, run, don't walk, to your nearest retailer and pick it up. It's 
probably the best album Clapton has made yet.

Just Like a Woman 
that lacks all of the emotion of the original. The album is good, they are exceptional players and all 
indications are that they will put on a smashing show. All this for a very small cover.

For Meringues, in medium bowl, beat 
egg whites until frothy. Gradually add 
sugar, cream of tartar and nutmeg and 
continue beating until stiff and glossy 
peaks form. Spoon l/2ofmeringueintoa 
tall, peaked mound onto double thickness 
of waxed paper or microwave-safe plate. 
Microwave on MEDIUM (50% power) 
45 seconds, give 1/2 tum and continue 
cooking about 15 seconds longer or until 
meringue is softly set. If additional cook- 
ing is needed, cook in 1 5 second inter- 
vals. If using probe, cook until intemal 
temperature reaches 1 40°F. Repeat proc- 
ess with remaining meringue.
